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- Emaneipation in Missouri.
SLAVERY TO CRASR TO BXIST JULY 4, 1870,

The Missouri 8tate Convention adjourned yes-
terday, after having passed the following ordi-
nance of emancipation by a vote of fitty-one ayes
againet thirty-six nays:

8EeTIOXN 1. The firzt and secoxd clauses of the
twenty-sixth gection of the 3d article of the con-
stituticn is hereby abrogated.

8ec. 2. That slavery or involuntary servitude,
except in punishment o f crime, shail cease to ex-
ist in Missouri on the 4th of July, 1870, and all
slaves within the state on that day are hereby de-

_ clared to be iree: Provided, however, that all
. persons emancipsted by this ordinance shall re-

main under the_control and be subject to their
1ate owners, or their legal representatives, as ser-
vants during the following period, to wit: Those
over forty years of age, for and during theirlives;
those under twelve until they arrive at the age

~of twenty-three; and those of all other ages
- nntil the 4th of July, 1876. The persons,

or their legal representatives, who, up to
the moment of emancipation, were owners

. of slaves hercby freed, shall, during the period

for which the services of such freedmen are re.

. perved to them, have the same authoerity and con-

“trol over the said freedmen for the purpose of
! receivir g the possessione and eervices of the same

' thatare now held by the masterin respect of his

slaves ; provided, however, that after the said 4sh

* of July, 1870, no person 80 held to service shall be
_ eold to non-residents or removed from thestate
! by authbority of his late owner or his legal repre-
; sentative.

8ec. 3. All slaves hereafter brought into the
state and not now belonging to citizens of the
state shall thereupon be free.

88c. 4 All laves removed by consent of their
owners to any seceded state after the passage by
such state ot an act or ordinance of secession, and
thereafter brought Into the state by their owners,
shall therenpon be free.

BEC. 5 The Geperal Aesembly ghall have no
power to pass laws to emancipate Blaves without
the congent of their owners.

SEc. 6. After the passage of this ordinance no
slave in this state shall besnbject to siate, county
or municipal taxes.

Governor Gamble anncunced tha withdrawal of
his resignation. He will, therefore, continue to
serve a8 Governor until fhe election of his sue-

cessor on the 18th of August, 1864,

1 Resolved, That as slavery was the cause, and
Dow constitutes the strength of the revellion,
and ss it must be slways and everywhere bhnp-
tile to the principles of republican government,
justice and the national safety demand its utter
and complete extirpation frowm the soil of the
Republie, and that we uphold and maintain the
acts and proclamations by which 1he Govern-
ment, in its own defence, has aimed a death-
blow at thie gigantic evil, We wxre in favor,
farthermore, of such an amendment to the Con-
stitution, to be made by the people ia con-
formity with its provisions, as sh«l terminae
and forever prohibit the existence of slavery
within the limits of the jurisdtction of the
United States. .

Jeesolved, That the thanks of the American
people are due to the soldiers and the sailorg of
the army and navy, who have periilad their lives
in defence of their conntry, end in vindicatisn
of the bonor of the flag ; that the nation owesto
them some permanent recognition of their
patriotism and valor, and ample and permancnt
provision for those of their survivors who have
received disabling and honorable wounds in the
service of the country ; and that the memories
of those who have fallen in its defence shali be
held in grateful and everiasting remembrance.

Resolved, That we approve and applaud the
practical wisdom, the unselfish patnotism, and
unwavering fidelity to the Constitution and the
principles of American liberty with whick
Abraham Lincoln has discharged, under cir-
cumstarces of unparalleled difficulty. the greas
duttes and responsibilities of the Presidentlal
office ; that we approve and endorse, as de-
manded by the emergency and essential to the
preservation of the nation, and as within the
Constitution, the measures and acts which he
bas adopted to defend the nation against its
open and secret foes ; that we approve especially
the proclamation of emancipation, and the em-
ployment as Union soldiers of men heretofore
beld in slavery; and that we have full confi-
dence in his determination to carry these and
all other constituitional measures essential to
the salvation of the country into full and ¢orm-
plete effect. . ’

Hesolved, That we deem it essential to the
general welfare that harmony should prevail i
the national councils, and we regard as worthy
of public confidence and official irustthose onl,
who cordially endorse the principles proclaimed
in these resolutions, and which should charac-
terize the admircistration of the Government,

Resolved, That the Government owes to all
men employed in its armies, without regard to
distinction of color, the full protection of the
Jaws of war, and that any violation of these
jaws or of the usages of civilized nations ip
the time of war by the rebels now in arms
should be made the subject of full and prompt
redress, . .

Resolved, That the foreign emigration which
in the past has added so much %o the wealth
and,development of resources and increass of
power to the nation, the asylum of the oppreased
of all nations, should be fostered and encou-
raged by a liberal and just policy.

Resolved, That we are in favor of the speedy
construction of the railroad to the Paciiic.

Resolved, That the national faith pledged for
the redemption of the public debt must be kept
inviolate, and that for ghis purpose we re-
commend economy and rigid responsibilisy in
the public expenditures, and a vigorous and
jnst system of taxation; that it is the daiy of

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THE MESSAGE OF THY, GOVERNOR OF
MiSSOURIL.

We confess our inability to perceive in the
message of the Governor of Missouri, the por-
tions of which document that are of general
interest we printed yesterday, any trace of
that copperheadism or disloyalty so freely
charged upon him by the radicals. He con-
gratulates the State upon its pacification, upon
the fact that there Is no military organization
within its borders hostile to the Goverament
of the United States; and declares tha: “our
chicf duty is fo support the Guverament with
all our enérgies in its endesauors to suppress the
rebellion in other States,’ That we understand
to be loyal. It meets the case exactly, If
there ig any copperhead about it, we can’t see
it. The Qrdinance of Emancipation Gavernor
‘GaMBLE accepts “as a measure that will, in &
brief period, accomplish the great okhjest fo be
alfained in mrking Migsouri A FREE STATE.)
Ile belicves it will go quietly iuto operation
“and the State be relieved of all the evils of
slavery.” That don’i seem to us to baa dis-
loyal opinion. The Governor is also disposad
to encourage the emigration of fres lahorers
from Europe, and recommends s special appro-
ptiation to promote that object. If Governor
GausLe were & Kentuckian we should think
bim & very sound Upion man. We do noi
know but be would be charged with
being an “Abolithuist.” Slavery iz dead
in Missouri. That vast State, the geographi-
cal center of the Repubiic, may henceforth
be set down &8 a free State. But the radicals
are not gatisfied with the death of slavery.
Like the boy who pounded ths dead snaks,
they waut to “make it deader” And we
have no objections to any blows infleted upon
the institution. But because the President did
notyieid to demandeof theradicals thatseemad
intolerant-and obtrusive, heischarged by hun-
dreds of foricus journa'ists with deserting “the
cause of freedom,” The charge is un-
founded ard absurd. Doubtless he would re.
joice as heartily a3 any radical, at the speedy
abolition of slavery in Missouri, but he ig

Of the thirty thousand paroled at Vicks-
burg, only one.half are now together, and ere
we reach Enterprise this number will be re.
duced to five thousand—~they of the Georgia,
Alabama, and Tennessee troops, who also
will leave with or without furloughs so soon
as tuey learn the allernative of going into camp
of parole. The army of the Mississippi is com.
pletely lost.

Meantime, Gen. Johnston holds Jackson—we
hear the guns constantly. The enemy are

making gradual approaches, and arter & week |

longer will have that place. With it falls
Mobile. This entire section is fleeing eastward.
Georgia will have » population of five millions
to feed this year, Ruin, utter and entire ruin,
has swept over this State. The negro emanci-
pation policy, at whickh we 8o long hooted, is
the most potent leverofouroverthrow. It steals
apon us unawares, and ere we can do any-
thing the plantations are deserted.families with-
out servants, camps without necessary attend-
ants, woxn%n and children in want and misery.
In short, the disadvantages 1o us now arising
from the negroes are ten-fold greater than have
heen all the advantages derived from earlier in
the war.

1t is useless to discuss the errors of the past—
possibly there have been none that could have
been avoided—certainly we are a defeated and
& ruined people, shorn of our strength, power-
less tor a successful solution of the problem
undertaken : or, rather ours was erroneous.
The sdlution has been shown us by a more fa-
vored people.

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SHERMAN'S ORDERS FOR HIS MARCH,
SPEOIAL FIDLD ORDER -NO. 180,
HEADQUARTERS, MILITARY IIVISION OF THE }

MIssSISSIrPrI, IN TUE IIELD,
KinasToON, Ga., Nov. 9, 1864,

I. Tor the purpose of military operations
tbis army is divided into two wings, viz., the
right wing, Maj. Gen. O. O. Howard com-
manding, the 15th and 17th corps; the left
wing, Maj. Gen. H. W. Slocum commanding,
the 14tk and 20th corps.

II. The habitual order of march will be,
whenever practicable, by four roads, as nearly
parallel as possible, and converging at points
hereafler Lo be indicated in orders. ” The cav-
alry, Brig. Gen. Kilpatrick corumanding, will
receive special orders from the Commander-
in-Chief.

ITI. There will be no gencral trains of sup-
plies, but each corps will haveits ammunition
and provision train, distributcd habitually as
follows : Behind each regiment should follow
one wagon and one ambulance ; behind each
brigade should followa due proportion of am-
munition wagons, provision wagons and am-
bulances. In case of danger, each army corps
should change this order of march by havin,
Lis advance and rear brigade unencumbere
by wheels. The separate columns will start
babitually at seven a. m., and make about if-
teen miles per day, unless otherwise fixed in
ordcers.

IV. The army will forage liberally on the
country during the march. To this end, each
brigade commander will organize a good and
suflicient foraging party, under the comimand
of one or more disereet officers, who will
gather near the route traveled corn or forage
of any kind, meat of any kind, vegetables,
corn meal, or whatever ie needod by?be com-
mand ; aiming at all timesto keep in the
wagon trains at least ten days provisions for
the command and three days forage. Soldiers
must not enter the dwellings of the inhabi-
tants or commit any trespass ; during the halt
or a camp they may be permitted tc gather
turnips, potatces and other vegetables, and
drive in sto¢ck in front of their camps. To re-
gular foraging parties must be entrusted the
gathering of provisions and forage at any dis-
fance from the road traveled.

V. To army corps commanders is entrusted
the power to destroy mills, houses, cotton
gins, &c., and for them this gencral principle
is Jaid down: In districts and neighborhoods
where the army is unmolested, no destruc-
tion of such property should be permitted;
but should guerillas or bushwhaekers molest
our march, or should the inhabitants burn
bridges, obstruct roads, or otherwise mani-
fest local hostility, thep army corps com-
manders should order and enforce a devasta-
tion more or less relentless, according to the
measure of such hostility..

V1. As for borses, mules, wagons, &e., be-
longing to the inhabitants, the cavalry and
artillery may appropriate freely and without
limit ; discriminating, however, between the
rich, who are usually hostile, and the poor or
industrious, usunally neutral or friendly. For-
aging parties may also take mules or horses
to replace the jaded animals of their trains,
or to serve as ]%ack mules for the regiments
or brigudes. In. all foraging, of whatever
kind, the parties engaged will refrain from
abusive or threateming langnage, and may
when the officer in command thinks proper,
give written certificates of the facts, but no
receipts ; and they will endeavor 1o leave
with each family a reasonable portion for
their maintenance.

VII. Negroes who are able-bodied and can
be of service to the several columns, may be
taken along ; but each army commander will
bear in mind that the question of supplies is
a very important one, and that his first duty
is to see to those who bear arms.

VIII. The organization at once of a good
pioneer battalion for each corps, composed, if
possible, of negroes, should be attended to.
This battalion” should follow the advance
guard, should repair roadsand double them if
possible, so that the columns will not be de-
layed after reachi.n% bad places. Also, army
commanders should study the habit of giving
the artillery and wagons theroad, and march-
ing their troops on one side ; and also instruct
their troops to assist wagons at steep hills or
had crossings of strcams.

IX. Capt. O. M. Poe, Chief Engineer, will
assign to each wing of the army a pontoon
train, fully equipped and organized, and the
eommanders thereof will gee to its being pro.
perly protected. at all times.
